The urgent, almost pathetic appeal 
of Li H ung Chang, subm itted early in 
the day that the victorious march of the 
allies stop at Tung Chow and that the 
m ilitary commanders in the field be in ­ 
structed to arrange an arm istice at that 
point, was met w ith the response that 
G eneral Chaffee had already been given 
complete instructions empowering him 
to carry out a n 'arrangem ent in ooucert 
w ith other commanders for the delivery 
of the m inisters and the persons under 
their protection to tho relief column, 
not at Tung Chow, as has been suggest­ 
ed, but at Pekin, 
i 
Furtherm ore, it was made known to 
China that General Chaffee's instruc­ 
tions left him free rein as to w hether he 
should insist upon entering Pekin and 
going to the legations or should receive 
the delivery of tho le g a tio n s at tho 
gate of the inner T artar city or at the 
great outer wall* 
In short, China, through her peace 
envoy, besought a halt and an arm istice 
at Tung Chow, 18 miles from Pekin; 
whereas, the response of the American 
governm ent is that if there is to be a 
h alt—an arm istice—it m ust be at the 
walls of Pekin. 
The conclusions of the 
governm ent were announced after an ex-

The Uuited States declined even to 
consider the proposition of Li H ung 
Chang for a halt and an arm istice at 
Tung Chow. 
Even the supreme appeal 
of the venerable Chinese statesm an that 
the Chinese empire would be shakeu by 
an advance of the allies beyond Tung 
Chow was not heeded. 
This second order already sent to Gen. 
Chaffee specifically states th at if the 
Chinese authorities are w illing to deliv­ 
er the legutiouers “ to the relief oolurnn 
at Pekin’’ then General Chaffee is au­ 
thorized to make and carry out an a r­ 
rangem ent in concert w ith other com­ 
manders w ithout aw aiting the slow pro­ 
cesses of a reference to W ashington. 
W hether this arrangem ent is to be an 
arm istice, a truce or some other device 
of m ilitary science, is for him to decide 
at Pekin. 
The latest dispatch from 
Minister 
Conger was almost a categorical answer 
to the inquiries of the state departm ent. 
T hat the situation is desperate is shown 
by his statem ent that one of the a t­ 
tacks upon the legation occurred the 
night before the dipatch was sent. 
In 
response to the request of the state de­ 
partm ent Mr. Conger gives the list of 
thai brave little baud of American m a­ 
rines who fell in defense of the lega­ 
tion. 
It is evident that the m inister is 
informed of the approach of the allied 
column, as he says “ nearing of tho alltud 
forces gives us hope.” 
The dispatches to General Chaffee, 
sent on Aug. 12 and 14, were sent also 
in duplicate to Minister Conger, so that 
he is well advised by this tim e of the 
movement of the troops and of General 
Chaffee’s authority to negotiate at the 
walls of Pekin.
